Requirements  for  Receiving  Scholarship 

The  Norfolk  College  Alumnae  Association  and  its  "Saunders 
Memorial"  Chapter  is  prepared  to  offer  a  scholarship,  of  the 
value  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  fifteen  hundred  ($1500.00)  dol- 
lars, in  the  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  Lynchburg,  Va., 
in  honor  of  the  late  R.  M.  Saunders,  beloved  principal  of  the 
Norfolk  College  for  Young  Ladies.  Preference  will  be  given 
in  the  award  of  the  scholarship,  to  daughters  of  the  Alumnae 
and  to  women  from  the  States  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 
Applications  will  be  received  by  the  Chairman  or  any  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  should  be  presented  before 
January  31st. 

It  has  been  decided  to  give  this  scholarship,  without  competi- 
tive examination,  but  to  require  from  candidates,  evidences  of 
ability  and  fitness  as  follows: 

(a)  Her  Seminary  or  High  school  diploma,  (b)  testimonials 
as  to  her  ability  and  high  character  from  her  professors  and 
other  qualified  judges,  (c)  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  health, 
(d)  a  statement  of  the  work  she  proposes  to  take,  as  special. 

This  scholarship  may  be  held  for  four  terms  (or  years)  by 
the  same  person,  according  to  the  fitness  of  said  person. 

Dr.  William  W.  Smith,  of  the  college,  is  trustee  of  the  scholar- 
ship for  the  Association,  and  will  give  any  information  asked  for.

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LETTER  FROM  MRS.  LANDER 

after  receiving  news  of  her  daughter  being  the  first  one  chosen 
to  receive  the  Saunders  Memorial  Scholarship 


Juiz  de  Fora,   Brazil,   March   1,  1906. 

My  Dear  Mrs.  Brooks: 

Yours  of  January  12th  was  unlucky  and  made  a  slow  voy- 
age.    'Tis  a  pity  that  good  news  has  to  travel  slowly.  . 

But  my  surprise  was  great  and  my  pleasure  intense  when  I 
read  of  the  recent  action  of  the  Alumnae  Association.  I  could 
scarcely  believe  that  my  Laura  was  really  chosen  to  be  the 
first  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Saunders  Scholarship.  A  let- 
ter from  her  in  the  same  mail  confirmed  the  news  and  showed 
how  delighted  she  was. 

I  know  not  how  to  thank  my  old  friends  and  schoolmates, 
my  former  pupils,  and  my  new  and  unknown  friends  for  the 
great  honor  they  have  shown  me.  I  feel  quite  unworthy  of  this 
strong  expression  of  their  love  and  friendship.  But  most  sin- 
cerely do  I  appreciate  their  action  and  give  them  my  warmest 
thanks. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  Laura  will  prove  worthy  of  the  posi- 
tion and  will  do  honor  to  the  Association,  proving  the  wisdom 
of  their  choice. 

It  is  interesting  to  me  that  just  twenty  years  after  I  left  Vir- 
ginia my  Ndaughter  goes  there  to  pursue  her  studies.  And  it  is 
wonderful  to  think  that  she  will  have  Mrs.  Saunders  for  her 
teacher. 

I  await  with  pleasure  the  details  of  arrangements  about  the 
scholarship,  hoping  to  hear  soon  from  your  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  Dr.  Smith.
